“Cheap” corn or 


corn silage for cattle?

How much to spend 
for machinery storage? 


To the Editor: I've been 
thinking about building a 
machine shed, yet I feel I 
could spend the money more 
wisely on other improve- 
ment around the farm. Does 
it pay to build housing for 
farm equipment? —C. R., 
Mahaska county, Iowa. 


Here’s what Iowa State Uni- 
versity extension agricultural 
engineer Dale Hull says: “To 
the best of my knowledge, no 
one has proved that housing of 
farm equipment is always profit- 
able. Of course it can be a good 
investment.” 

Most authorities figure the 
cost of housing should be 2 per- 
cent per year of the oun 
cost of machinery. So if 2 per- 
cent of your machinery cost 
would pay the cost of housing, 
then sheltering machinery would 
be considered profitable. Many 
farmers justify storage for ma- 
chinery along with a farm shop 
for maintenance and repairs. 


How to receive top 
social security benefits 
To the Editor: When 
farmers became eligible for 
social security in 1955, I 
was 55 years old.

So in order to receive the top 
benefits allowable based on your 
average earnings, you will have 
to keep those average earnings 
at the maximum levels, ($4,800) 
until retirement

Just the other day I was talk- 
ing with a veterinarian about 
this business of raising hogs... 
and the best way to make a 
profit while doing it. 

In some of the past articles in 
“Talking Livestock,” I have dis- 
the importance of hog 
cholera vaccination, erysipelas 
vaccination, good housekeeping 
and the $5.75 return you receive 
for every dollar you invest in 
veterinary service.

Washington Report 





To clamp down on 
all farm chemicals 


wear SOME FARMERS and 

the general public don’t 
know is that Washington’s get- 
tough policy on agricultural 
chemicals actually began long 
before Secretary Flemming 
blew the whistle on cranberries. 

Get-tough policy No. 1. Early 
last summer, Food and Drug 
Administration boss Larrick 
rocked the feed industry with 
his ban against any new addi- 
tives containing drugs with 
cancer-causing properties. Spe- 
cifically, hormones and arsen- 
icals were involved. Larrick 
contended the action was re- 
quired by the Delaney Amend- 
ment, passed by the last Con- 
gress. 

Get-tough policy No. 2. A 
small army of FDA inspectors 
is stepping up efforts to enforce 
the long-standing prohibition 
against penicillin residue in 
milk. The FDA men have or- 
ders from Washington to go 
from farm to farm, if necessary, 
to find violators. ‘“Contami- 
nated” milk will be confiscated, 
without pay. 

Both in Iowa and Washington 
the big question now is: What 
will come of it? To get the an- 
swer, Wallaces Farmer inter- 
viewed top officials. 

First, there will be a huge 
storm of public pressure. FDA 
will be urged to look with close 
scrutiny at all chemicals in farm 
use. 

This means weed killers, in- 
secticides, feed additives, vet- 
erinary medicines—the works 

Second, farmers who fail to 
follow the label instructions on 
farm chemicals can look for- 
ward to some rough handling 
from Washington. Officials are 
quick to point out that it was 
only about one percent of the 
cranberry growers who, by mis- 
using aminotriazole, caused the 
near-wrecking of their entire 
industry. 

Summing it up, here’s what 
Congress will do when it re- 
convenes next month: Decide 
(1) whether to ban all cancer- 
connected farm chemicals al- 
ready on the market even tho 
harmless to humans when used 
by farmers as directed, and (2) 
what kind of government action, 
if any, is necessary to insure 
that farmers do follow label di- 
rections. 

x On So 4: 

(Kan AND SOYBEAN grow- 

ers in 48 of Iowa’s 99 counties 
will get first crack at a brand 
new crop insurance. It’s now 
being readied by the govern- 
ment’s Federal Crop Insurance 
Corporation. 

The new insurance will be 
known as the Production Guar- 
antee Plan. Big difference be- 
tween PGP and old-type crop 
insurance is that the farmer

will be offered a wide range of 
choice as to the amount of pro- 
tection he can buy for his 
crops. 

In Iowa counties, the range 
will be from $20 to $50 per acre 
for corn and $10 to $40 per acre 
for soybeans. The higher the 
amount, of course, the higher 
the premium, And the higher 
the coverage rate selected, the 
bigger the payoff when yield or 
quality of the crop drops below 
the “normal levels” set for the 
farm. PGP will be well worth 
looking into. 


BIGGER CHUNK of soil 
bank conservation reserve 
money will be headed for lowa 
if Secretary Benson succeeds in 
getting point No. 1 of his 5-point 
farm plan through Congress. 

Benson won’t say just how big 
an expansion he has in mind 
for the present $375-million-a- 
year land retirement scheme, 
but insiders reveal his goal is 
$600 million . . . with more later. 
That’s a 60 percent increase. 

Off-the-record, officials hint 
the increase in Iowa might be 
even greater than the 60 per- 
cent national average increase.

Keep your baby pigs healthy 


By Newt Hawkinson 


a KIND of a pig you market, and 
the time it takes, depends a lot on 
the care given it from birth to weaning. 
Pigs that do poorly during this period 
often never catch up. 

Since most pig losses occur within 48 
hours after birth, the healthier the new- 
born pig is the better chance he has to 
survive. 

“Pigs weighing less than one and one- 
half pounds at birth often have a hard 
time surviving,” says H. L. Self, exten- 
sion animal husbandman at Iowa State 
University. 

Feeding sows carefully to farrow large, 
healthy pigs is important. If pigs are 
born without enough stamina, they have 
two strikes against them to start with. 

Cleanliness is another important 
consideration. Many disease prob- 
lems that arise to slow the start of 

young pigs can be avoided with a 

good sanitation program. 

“One of the most important points in 
my farrowing program is putting a clean 
sow into a dry, disinfected farrowing 
pen,” remarks Frank Jorgensen, Madison 
county, Iowa, swine producer. He sees 
to it that each sow receives special care 
before farrowing. 

Remember, a newly-born pig is a 
stranger to this world. He needs pro- 
tection until he learns to stand the stresses 
of the new environment. Any unnecessary 
stress on the pig early in life can cut his 
chances of making a healthy adjustment. 

Before birth, a pig lives in an environ- 
ment with a controlled 100-degree temper- 
ature. After birth, he is abruptly faced 
with new surroundings—and the temper- 
ature is much lower. A pig’s body temp- 
erature may drop from 3 to 10 degrees 
when he is born in a cold house. 


Chilled pigs may not regain their 
normal body temperature for 2 to 
3 days after birth. This is where 
scours and other ailments often get 
their start. 


It’s best if the pigs feed from the sow 
as soon as they are born. Folks who keep 
pigs in a basket during the farrowing of 
the sow are not doing them a favor. 

Self points out that the pig’s body 
seems to absorb antibodies from the sow’s 


colostrum milk for only 6 to 9 hours after 
the pig is born. So pigs not nursing the 
sow during that period may never be able 
to get the good of the colostrum milk. 

For some pig diseases, good manage- 
ment is the best preventive. 

“Baby pig scours (other than TGE) is 
one example,” says John Herrick, ex- 
tension veterinarian at Iowa State Uni- 
versity. 

Sudden changes in feed and tempera- 
ture, drafts in the pens, wet bedding, and 
constipation or fever in the sow will all 
cause scours.” 

Baby pig anemia can be a problem, too. 
Probably the easiest way to avoid this, 
especially in the winter months, is to 
give the pig a shot of injectable iron at 2 
to 4 days of age. 

Jorgensen wanted to see for himself 
if iron was really needed. He used two 
pigs from a 10-pig litter as a test. When 
he gave iron shots he skipped these two 
pigs 

In about 3 weeks, the two pigs, which 
were healthy at birth, began to show the 
difference 

“When the other pigs were sold, those 
two pigs were still left,” said Jorgensen. 
“They weren't really runts—they just 
couldn’t catch up with the others.” 


Many folks castrate now when the 
pigs are 5 to 6 days old, too. They 
suffer less setback at this age. 


This is also a good time to clip the pig’s 


HEALTHY litters of pigs mean more 


needle teeth. This lessens the chance of 
the facial infection often caused by pigs 
fighting. 

Vaccination for cholera and erysipelas 
will get the pig fitted with protection for 
the growing and finishing period. 

It’s generally best not to vaccinate be- 
fore 5 weeks of age. Also, try to avoid 
vaccinating within 10 days prior to, or 
after, weaning. Only healthy pigs develop 
good immunity. Your vet can help you 
decide the best time of vaccination for 
you. 

There is no single time that is best for 
weaning. It depends on your farrowing 
program, management and facilities. Most 
Iowa farmers wean at about 6 weeks of 
age 

After weaning, the pig ration should 
contain more protein rich feeds. At 
least 18 percent protein is recom- 
mended for weaning pigs in drylot. 

Keep plenty of clear 
able, be su the feed 
avoid over-crowding 

Good management along with proper 
disease prevention are the keys to In 
creased pig profits. Prevention of disease 
is much easier and less costly than most 
cures 

If a pig gets a good start from birth to 
weaning, and if good management prac 
tices are employed during the growing 
and finishing period, your hog profits can 
go up 


profits. Sow rations during gestation, 
sanitation, and pig management from 
birth to weaning are three mighty im- 
portant items in a hog operation.

Grain consumption by 
livestock would have had to increase about 
10 percent to have eaten it up (assuming 
that surplus wheat must eventually be 
fed) 

What would have happened to farm in- 
come if we had fed our total grain pro- 
duction each year? How much lower prices 
would it have taken to induce consumers 
to eat the larger supplies of meat, milk, 
and eggs?

Farm Bureau Policy Reversed 


ANY PEOPLE were surprised when 
the Illinois Agricultural Association 
overwhelmingly approved a mandatory 
farm program proposal.

THE REAL CULPRIT is the new Miller 
Amendment to the Food and Drug Act. 
Its enforcement falls in the Department 
of Health, Education, and Welfare. The 
overly-cautious amendment calls for a zero 
tolerance on all chemicals until they are 
proved harmless. The extremely small 
amount of aminotriazole found in the 
tainted cranberries offers no significant 
risk to the consumer 


IN MY OPINION, the tie-in between 
cranberries and cancer in humans is much 
weaker than the tie-in between cigarette 
smoking and cancer. Yet I’ve never heard 
of any move to ban cigarette smoking 


CRANBERRY GROWERS will be hurt 
seriously by this premature ruling by 
FDA. But it can serve as a valuable warn- 
ing for farm people. Aminotriazole would 
never have shown up in the cranberries if 
the weed killer had been used according 
to the instructions on the label. There has 
been no evidence of residues of this chemi- 
cal when used according to directions 


YOU'RE NOT APT to get in trouble 
with any chemicals or pesticides if you 
follow the instructions on the label. They 
must be approved by USDA, and they are

DOES FOOD ADVERTISING PAY? 
Wells believes it pays on items where 
product identification is possible. Also, 
on items where the number of producers 
is small enough that they can feel the 
price-bolstering affects of advertising. It’s 
hard to measure the affect of farmer- 
financed advertising programs. Actually, 
they're a small part of the total sales ef- 
fort that is applied to food 


FOOD IS CHEAPER in this country 
than in any nation in the world in terms of 
the hours of work required to purchase 
a family’s food. This lets people buy more 
industrial goods, and enjoy a higher stand- 
ard of living. So states the head of the 
Kansas State ag school. I would add that 
our cheap food, tho a boon to consumers, 
doesn’t give us a healthy agriculture 


THE CHART ABOVE makes you won- 
der if we're talking too much about our 
feed grain surplusé They make up less 
than one-third of our total livestock feed 
supply. The main difference is, not much 
pasture is carried over from one year to 


the next 


FORAGE may become a much bigger 
competitor for grain in our livestock ra- 
tions. In many areas, alfalfa pasture and 
corn silage are the cheapest sources of 
livestock nutrients

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Farm Bureau Resolutions— 


Approve compulsory 


IAA asks that farmers be given 
a chance to vote on a program 
of compulsory land retirement 


TATE FARM BUREAU organizations 
in the midwest leaned heavily in fa- 

vor of an expanded soil bank in their 
annual meetings in November. Pleas for 
increased government action in land re- 
tirement indicated some new directions 
in traditional Farm Bureau “free enter- 
prise” policies 

“There seems to be less controversy 
concerning farm programs than we have 
had in several years,” says lowa Farm 
Bureau president E. Howard Hill 

“I certainly do not think we are in any 
position to move from where we are to 
no government action at all. It is un- 
realistic and would be unfair to farmers. 

“We are not completely responsible 
for the position in which we find our- 
selves,” continues Hill. “Most of the 
benefit of past programs has accrued to 
the consumer rather than to the farmer.” 
Hill then expressed his belief that a 
greatly enlarged soil bank offers the most 
hope 


’ 


“The soil bank has been given a 
very limited opportunity,” he says. 
“The 23 million acres we now have 
in the bank is having some desirable 
effect. 


“I do not pretend to know how many 
acres would have to be put into a land 
retirement program to balance supply and 
demand. But I am firm in the belief that 
it can be done if we want to do it badly 
enough 

“If it takes 40 million acres—if it takes 
60 million or if it takes 80 million—this 
makes more sense than to produce com- 
modities we do not need and then attempt 
to store them indefinitely. 
“Agri-Business Association has said we 
can place land in retirement at consider- 
ably less cost than we can support the 
crops that grow on the land. 

“Some have said land retirements are 
too expensive. Unless I am badly mis- 
taken, the government could buy 60 mil- 
lion acres and retire the land for less 
than the “$5 billion” Life magazine says 
is being spent each year on farm sub- 
sidies.” 

The lowa delegates then voted in 


favor of a resolution for a greatly ex- 
panded land retirement program. 


The resolution stated “We are not in 
favor of a compulsory land retirement pro- 
gram. But we would be willing to support 
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a requirement for participation in the land 
retirement program as a condition of eli- 
gibility for price supports.”’ 

The resolution favored the retirement 
of entire farms, and urged that at least 
part of the payment be in kind 

The Iowa farm policy resolution also 
urged that a study be made on government 
purchases of land to supplement the soil 
bank. Such a program might be less costly 
than long-term leasing by the government. 


IAA favors compulsion 

Delegates to the Illinois Agricultural 
Association (Farm Bureau) convention 
were fired up over a new compulsory land 
retirement plan that was worked up this 
fall by farmers in the state. 

It defied traditional Farm Bureau think- 
ing. But its backers worked hard to swing 
delegates their way, and the resolution 
was passed by a whopping majority. 

In brief, here is the Illinois proposal. 
A 3-year land retirement program would 
be offered to farmers in a referendum 
If approved by farmers, each operator 
must: 

(1) Place a minimum percentage of 
harvested acres equal to the average acres 
now in such crops in the area in soil con- 
serving crops. The farmer could pasture 
or cut hay from this land if he cares to 

(2) Place an additional percentage of 
his land in soil conserving crops, the 
amount to be based on what is necessary 
to balance supply and demand for farm 
products. This land could not be _ har- 
vested in any way. 


The plan proposes that no govern- 
ment payment of any kind be made 
for the land diverted from grain to 
pasture and hay crops. 


But if a farmer chose to place more 
than the minimum required acreage in 
soil conserving crops, he would receive 
incentive payments in-kind. 

Farmers could crop the remaining acres 
on each farm as they choose. The plan 
calls for price supports based on a per- 
centage of average market prices, such as 
the present corn supports. 

The CCC stocks would be isolated from 
the open market, and used only in foreign 
areas and as payments in-kind. 

The Illinois resolution will now be 
taken up at the AFBF convention to be 
held December 13-17 in Chicago. Since 
the compulsory land retirement proposal

is being made by only one state, it is 
questionable whether the measure will 
be approved by American Farm Bureau 
Federation. 


Other lowa Resolutions 


Here is a brief summary of some of 
the other important resolutions passed by 
the delegates to the lowa Farm Bureau 
convention. 

The Iowa farm organization: 

Urged government action to stabilize 
the value of the dollar. 

Opposed federal aid for school build- 
ing construction and general operational 
costs, except in cases of an influx of popu- 
lation due to federal government installa- 
tions 

Favored a farm price support system 
based on the average market price of 
recent period 


Favored limiting ACP payments to 
practices which are permanent or 
semi-permanent in nature, and which 
actually conserve the soil. 


Called on congress to stop all appropri- 
ations for reclamation projects and other 
practices which are in direct conflict with 
the objectives of a land retirement pro- 
gram 

Urged that more private insurance com- 
panies study the possibility of offering 
crop insurance coverage to farmers simi- 
lar to the federal crop insurance program 

Recommended that soil bank payments 
be considered by social security adminis- 
tration as rental income rather than as 
a return for labor or management. This 
would encourage soil bank participation 
by retired farmers. 

Opposed production payments or price 
supports for livestock and livestock pro- 
ducts and other perishable farm com- 
modities 

Urged continued and expanded research 
to find new uses for farm products 


Recommended that a study be 
made on a development of uniform 
standards for grade A milk through- 
out the United States to enhance in- 
termarket shipments. Opposed in- 
cluding hired farm labor under the 
federal minimum wage law. 


Recommended that a program of assist- 
ance to Asiatic and other countries be 
given immediate consideration. Urged 
the upgrading of our export products to 
meet the demands of importing nations. 

Opposed any proposal to extend social 
security coverage benefits which will in- 
crease the present tax rate schedule. Op- 
posed lowering the retirement age of men 
from 65 to 62. 

Recommended the establishment of a 
state-wide livestock and meat industry 
committee to aid the National Livestock 
and Meat Board in meat promotional 

activities.

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Iowa oat yield 


high this year 


Here are reports on varieties 
available to grower in 1960 


OWA OATS yielded 43 bushels 

per acre in 1959. This was 
over 5 bushels above the 1948- 
1957 average of 37.4 bushels per 
acre. 

However, 1959 oat acreage 
dropped to 4,436,000 acres com- 
pared to 4,770,000 acres in 1959, 
and the 5,839,000 acre 1948-1957 
average. 

In spite of approximately a 24 
percent drop in Iowa’s oat acre- 
age, the total 1959 oat produc- 
tion was only 15 percent less 
than the 10-year average. 

Most of Iowa escaped any 
serious problems with the usual 
rusts and foliage diseases this 
year. 

Yellow dwarf disease did 
cause some yield reduction 
in scattered areas over Iowa. 
Generally, this disease isn’t a 

serious problem here. Past rec- 
ords show that it comes to Iowa 
about once every 10 years. Even 
then, conditions must be just 
right before any damage is 
caused. 

Can seed harvested from fields 
affected by yellow dwarf be 
planted in 1960? 

Dr. K. J. Frey, agronomist at 
Iowa State University, points out 
that the yellow dwarf virus does 
not carry over in the seed of 
oats 

So if the seed from fields in- 
fected with yellow dwarf is of 
good quality, it may be used 
safely. 

Another disease, rust, is not 
carried over from year to year 
in this area, It’s presence also 
depends on special conditions 
Crown rust commonly seems to 
do damage in Iowa about once 
every three years

There were four varieties 
dropped from the certification 
list for 1960. These are Beedee, 
Clarion, Clintland, and Sauk. No 
seed of these varieties was grown 
for certification in 1959. 

Four new varieties are eligible 
for certification in 1960. These 
are Clintland 60, Goodfield, Min- 
ton, and Nehawka. Seed for 
Clintland 60 was grown in lowa 
last year and will be available. 
The supply of seed for Good- 
field is limited. Seed for Min- 
ton and Nehawka was not grown 
locally in Iowa last year, but 
should be available from seed 
dealers. 

New varieties 

Clintland 60—Indiana release. 
Similar to Clintland with added 
resistance to stem rust. It is 
resistant to all crown rust ex- 
cept the 290 group, to races 6, 
7, and 8 of stem rust, and to 
seporia black stem. It is a mid- 
season, good yielding oat.

DAYLIGHT fluorescent pig- 

ments and ultraviolet light 
are now being used by live- 
stock scientists of the USDA 
to locate and follow move- 
ment of bovine coccidiosis 
cysts thru digestive tracts of 
animals. Experiments have 
been conducted to date with 
calves and lambs. 





EVERY dollar a Christmas 

tree grower invests in tree 
shearing or “budding” can 
mean an extra $25 when the 
trees go to market, says a 
University of Minnesota for- 
ester. One way to get this re- 
turn, according to this re- 
searcher, is to remove the 
large buds on the ends of 
every lateral branch that has 
three or more small buds. Do 
this in the early spring when 
the trees are 5 or 6 years old. 
It costs less than a cent a 
tree, but gives a better shape 
and more density. 


IF YOU keep bread at home 

more than a few days, the 
best way to maintain fresh- 
ness is to freeze it. Just leave 
it in the wrapper it comes in 
from the store. It will stay as 
fresh as if you gave it an 
extra wrapping for periods 
up to six months, says Uni- 
versity of Missouri home 
economists 


GIBBERELLIN, tho a potent 

stimulant for plant growth, 
has little or no effect on the 
rate of growth of animals. 
Tests with baby pigs were 
conducted recently at lowa 
State University. 


IS THERE any value in feed- 

ing lambs frequently thru- 
out the day? Results from 
tests at Iowa State University 
show little benefit from feed- 
ing more than two times daily 
when a low roughage (33 per- 
cent) pellet is fed. But in 
feeding a completely mixed 
ration containing 50 percent 
alfalfa hay, in- 
creased by .04 pounds per day 
when the lambs were fed 4 
times each day. Increasing to

A NEW experimental yellow 

popcorn hybrid has been in- 
troduced by the Iowa Experi- 
ment Station. The hybrid, Iowa

dropped ears at low moisture 
percentages. 





CHICKS hatched in February or 

June are more profitable lay- 
ers than those hatched in Sep- 
tember. That’s the report from 
Missouri researchers. Experi- 
ments showed the hatching date 
affected both size and number 
of eggs laid by a hen. September 
hatched birds required 30 weeks 


of production before producing 
eggs averaging 24 ounces per 
dozen. The February and June 
hatched birds required only 16 
weeks production to reach the 
same level. There was little dif- 
ference in mortality rate, but 
culling of non-producers was 
much higher in the June and 
September hatches. 





HEREDITY plays an important 

part in determining a cow’s re- 
sistance to mastitis. That’s the 
word from North Carolina where 
a researcher collected informa- 
tion on 400 cows in four state- 
owned herds. After checking 
each cow for mastitis, he com- 
pared the mastitis ratings of the 
daughters with the ratings of 
their dams. He also compared 


the mastitis ratings of progeny 
of different sires. In another 
project, the researcher found 
that cows with low udders are 
more susceptible to mastitis than 
those with high udders. 


UNDER TEST in Colorado is a 

new type of plastic drainage 
tile that can be laid at the rate 
of up to 1,000 feet an hour. Re- 
searchers believe the tile can be 
laid at a cost of 7 cents a foot, 
but think this figure could be 
trimmed to 4 cents a foot on 
large-scale installations. The tile 
is formed from a continuous 
sheet of plastic in rolls about 
a foot wide. This is fed into a 
“mole” drain machine which, 
in one operation, forms and 
places the tile

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Minimum tillage gives 
good corn yields 


\ INIMUM TILLAGE corn has 

yielded as well as, or better 
than, corn planted by conven- 
tional methods during 2 years 
of Missouri tests. 

The minimum tillage corn 
was planted in tractor tracks on 
freshly plowed ground without 
additional tillage. 

One year the minimum tillage 


corn had a 2 bushel per acre 
advantage. The other year it 
had a 16 bushel per acre in- 


crease over corn planted in the 
conventional manner. 

The tests show that wheel 
track planted corn does best if 
the planting is made as soon as 
possible after plowing. The time 
disadvantage limits the amount 
of corn that most farmers will 
be able to plant with the wheel 
track method. 

But these, and tests in other 
states, indicate that wheel track 
planting can lower costs where 
other large acreages are not in- 
volved. 


Leaner hogs with 
hormone implants 


Cc HORMONE implants in 
hogs reduce backfat thick- 
ness and increase yield of lean 
meat? Yes, say University of 
Missouri research workers. 

In a recent test three groups 
of barrows received hormone 
treatments while a control group 
received no hormones. The hor- 
mones were given as ear im- 
plants when hogs averaged about 
100 pounds. The animals were 
slaughtered at 205 pounds. 

Results showed little differ- 
ence in average daily gain or 
efficiency of gain. There was 
limited indication that some 
treatments may have slightly de- 
creased rate of gain. 

Small but significant reduc- 
tions in backfat thickness were 


Feedlot 


noted. Percentage of lean cuts 
also showed a slight increase. 

Further research is necessary 
and costs must be investigated 
before the method can be con- 
sidered practical for commercial 
use. 


Spray to stop 
boxelder bugs 


(HOt FALL weather starts 
~ boxelder bugs hunting for a 
warmer home. Any cracks and 
crevices in the house seem to 
rate first choice with them. 
Boxelder bugs are more of a 
nuisance than a danger. They 
sometimes spot curtains or wall- 
paper and may get stepped on 
while crawling on the floor. 


They do not, however, eat 


clothing or cause other such 
damage. 

The best treatment now is to 
spray south and west walls 


where the bugs gather on warm, 
sunny days. A one-half percent 
spray of lindane gives a quick 
kill of boxelder bugs. A one- 
fourth percent spray of dieldrin 
also gives good control. 


There’s still time 
to apply lime 


;ALL IS a particularly good 

time to apply lime. 

Lime going on fields now will 
have time to dissolve and be of 
greatest help for next year’s 
crops. If it’s spread only a week 
or so before seeding time, it 
won't dissolve quickly enough to 
give full benefit at planting time 
next spring. 

Fields that will go into a new 
seeding of alfalfa or clover rate 
the top priority for fall liming. 
Ideally, the lime will be spread 
and worked into the soil. 

Soil test is the best way to 
tell accurately how much lime 
to apply per acre. A test is re- 
quired if you plan to get an ACP 
payment on the lime applied.

Farm women say whether they 
think smoking causes cancer 


S SMOKING cigarets likely to 

cause cancer? Battalions of 
experts have been arguing this 
question for several years. 


Women usually show more 
concern than men about the 
health of the family. So the 


Wallaces Farmer Poll asked a 
representative sample of lowa 
farm women this question: 
“You have heard the 
claim that smoking cigarets 

makes it more likely that a 

person will get cancer. 

What do you think about 

the claim?” 

One third of the women inter- 
viewed were convinced that a 
cigaret smoker was taking 
chances with cancer. Only 4 per- 
cent thought there was no risk. 

One woman smoker in Kos- 
suth county knocked the ashes 
off her cigaret and declared, 
“It’s a lot of bunk. I don’t be- 
lieve a word of it.”

Smoking is a terribly ex- 
pensive habit and yet you keep 
right on with it. At 18, I said I 
was not ever going to smoke and 
yet a year later I was at it. 
There is something in the sys- 
tem that craves smoking so much 
that one can’t quit.” 

Another woman in the same 
county had a different view: 
“I don’t smoke, but I think this 
talk is all propaganda to keep 
people from smoking.” 

Older people were more apt 
to blame cigarets for cancer 
than were younger people. Here 
is the way groups voted:

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Breeding is big problem — 
Swine conference 


VER 500 interested hog producers, packers, buyers, and 
research personnel (representing 35 states) attended the 
second annual National Swine Industry Conference held in 


Ames recently. 


Following are summaries of some of the reports presented 


at the conference: 


Breeding is one 

swine problem 

“FRHERE must be improve- 
ment in the reproductive 

efficiency of swine if they are 

to compete favorably with other 

meats,” said H. L. Self, animal 

husbandman on the Iowa State 

University staff. 


Self pointed out that repeat 
breeding alone is expensive. 
Each repeat costs the producer 
an estimated $8.40 per litter in 
sow feed and maintenance 
cost. 

This doesn’t include the cost 
of sows that never settle and 
are sold for slaughter. 

Self also expressed concern 
over small litter sizes. The num- 
ber of pigs marketed per litter 
is about 7.2 pigs, he said. But 
we may hope for litters of 15 
pigs. 


Higher quality 
will help sales 


“T OGS WILL have to stop 

eating like ‘pigs’ if the 
sale of pork is going to show 
any noticeable increase at re- 
tail levels,” declared Glenn R. 
Curtis, representative of IGA 
food stores. 

“Pork is one of the principal 
products of our farms, and to 
improve the quality of pork is to 
improve the income of the 
farmer. 

“For too long, pork has been 
sold because it is cheap, in- 
stead of being desirable. Give 
us at the retail level an attrac- 
tive, well-proportioned hog, and 
we will get producers a good 
price,” Curtis said. 


“Midwest producers 
have advantages” 


ERNARD COLLINS, hog pro- 
ducer in Wright county, 
Iowa, said the midwest farmer 
has three main advantages over 
other areas of the nation in pro- 
duction of hogs. 
The three items cited by Col- 


lins include feed, labor, and 
equipment. Every time feed is 
moved, costs go up. This gives 


an Iowa farmer a 9 to 10 cent 
per bushel advantage over the 
man who buys and hauls feed 
The labor cost advantage was 
based on an estimate that the 
average Iowa farmer is 30 per- 
cent unemployed. “Can you 
think of any cheaper labor than 
a farmer’s unpaid-for, unem- 
ployed time?” Collins asked. 
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Equipment advantage for the 
midwest rests on remodeled 
buildings and portable housing, 
with its flexibility and equip- 
ment used in other farm opera- 
tions. 

“Somewhere there is a point 
of no return on investment and 
equipment cost,” Collins pointed 
out.

Special weather 
reports for farmers? 


‘PECIAL agricultural weather 

forecast for farmers? The 
idea is being tested in the 10- 
county delta area of Mississippi. 

Weather Bureau forecasters 
and agricultural specialists com- 
bine to get the job done. In- 
cluded in the new weather serv- 
ice are: 

1. Three daily forecasts keyed 
to timely farm operations. 

2. Agricultural aviation fore- 
cast during the spring and dust- 
ing season. 

3. Agricultural interpretation 
of the 5-day forecasts. 

4. Thirty-day weather  out- 
look

Since forecasting is not 
100 percent accurate, many 
weather conditions such as 
showers are predicted in 
terms of probabilities. 


For example, the common 


scattered showers” may be 
changed to “60 percent chance 
for showers this afternoon—six 
chances in 10 that hay cut this 
morning will be rained on be- 
fore night Then the 5-day 
forecast would indicate the best 
haying periods expected 

[The program also includes 
weather observation in 
rural areas. Previous observa- 
tions were taken at the airports. 
Substantial temperature differ- 
ences were often found between 
two such locations in nearby 


extra 


areas. 

The program is just about to 
conclude its first full season of 
operation. What’s happened so 
far? 

County agents in the area es- 
timate that 200,000 acres were 
saved from replanting at a cost 
of $5 per acre. They also esti- 
mate a saving of about $800,000 
in spraying and dusting costs. 
This return is from an invest- 
ment of less than $50,000. 

Of course, the program is 
being watched closely. If it con- 
tinues to be so valuable to the 
agriculture of the delta area, it 
may well be expanded to other 
agricultural areas.

Save water, soil 
with contour listing 
 Oypebhene LISTING can save 

' both water and soil in 
western Iowa. 

In 10 years of tests, contour 
listed corn in a corn-oats-mead- 
ow-meadow rotation showed only 
one-half inch of runoff per acre 
per year. By comparison, up- 
and-down-hill planting lost 3 
inches of valuable moisture. 

The contour listed corn in the 
same rotation lost about one 
ton of soil per acre per year. 
Soil loss from up-and-down-hill 
planting averaged 25 tons per 
acre per year. In a corn-oats 
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rotation, contour listing cut 
soil loss to 5 tons per acre per 
year. 

Yields from contour listed 
corn topped those from up-and- 
down-hill planting. This is prob- 
ably due to extra moisture 
saved 

Contour listing is recom- 
mended for the western two 
tiers of lowa counties, says W. 
C. Moldenhauer of Iowa State 
University.

Corn test plots at lowa State 
University produced 123 bushels 
per acre when covered with 
plastic. These plots used only 
7.66 inches of soil moisture 
from May 22 thru September 9 

Without a plastic cover, corn 
in a nearby plot made 114 
bushels per acre and used 12.88 
inches of water during the same 
period 

A high soil moisture content 
was maintained on both plots 

The air temperature was the 
same, the soil under the plastic 
covered plot was warmer. Corn 
in the plot grew faster and 
silked 3 days earlier. 

Other work has shown that 
the use of plastic “mulches” 
has produced earlier maturity 
and increased yields in a num- 
ber of garden crops.

Spacing studie

(CORN PLANTED 20 inches 
' apart in 20 inch rows was 
compared with corn planted 10 
inches apart in 40 inch rows. 
The equidistant spacing gave an 
increase in yields, in recent 
Ohio tests 
Similar results came from 
different plant populations and 
on soils of different fertility 
levels 


A big part of the increase 
came from production of more 
ears and fewer nubbins. The 
average yield increase was 8 
bushels per acre. The equidis- 
tant spacing also produced more 
dry matter per acre. 


Machinery can be produced 
for almost any row spacing. 
There’s no need to let row 
width be set by a singletree now 
that we no longer use horses 
for cultivation, concludes H. J. 
Maderski of the Ohio experi- 
ment station. 


Field brome makes 
good cover crop 


F YOU WANT to seed a cover 

crop in your corn, field 
bromegrass may be a_ good 
choice, according to W. M 
Briggs of SCS. 

Field brome—not the usual 
smooth brome—has the ability 
to develop a thick, fibrous root 
system rapidly. When seeded 
between rows at last cultivation, 
it usually germinates quickly. 
Then it thickens by stooling 
when more sunlight hits the 
plants in the fall. 

Iowa State University experi- 
ments on interseeding corn rows 
have shown relatively little suc- 
cess, unless corn rows were 
widened at least to 60 inches 
This, of course, reduces total 
corn yield. 

You'll have to justify use of 
a cover crop by soil conserva- 
tion, not fertility increase. The 
money spent for seed and es- 
tablishing the crop will usually 
buy more fertility in the form 
of commercial fertilizer.

There are experiments in 
which 150 pounds of gain 
have been put on hogs with 
400 pounds of feed—not with 
exceptionally good feeds or 
pigs, but with better environ- 
ment. 

Hogs produced with ordi- 
nary lowa housing and equip- 
ment are probably requiring 
550 pounds for 150 pounds of 
pork. 

This means the feed 
saving from better hous- 
ing could be 14 percent 
of the total cost of pro- 
duction. 

The building for such an en- 
vironment costs about 50 per- 
cent more than the present 
ordinary swine production 
set-up. But buildings are only 
10 percent of the cost of 
swine production. So the im- 
provement in housing repre- 
sents 5 percent of the total 
cost of producing pork. This 
leaves you a net saving of 9 
percent in production cost or 
nearly a 200 percent return 
on your investment.

Compared to other farm pow: 

er units, electric motors require 
little care. But they still need 
service. Setting up a periodic 
maintenance schedule is the eas- 
jest way to be sure it gets done. 
What points should you con- 
sider in the proper care of an 
electric motor? Iowa State engi- 
neer Vernon Meyer lists eight: 

1. Lubricate regularly. 

2. Keep motor clean, dry, and 
well ventilated. 

3. Check commutators and 
brushes periodically on uni- 
versal and repulsion-induc- 
tion motors. 

. Check bearings periodically 
for excessive wear. 

. Be sure, when installing an 
electric motor, that belts 
have proper tension and 
are correctly aligned. 

Do not overload motor. 

Always connect motor to 

proper voltage 
that overload 
tion is provided. 


3. See protec- 
Here’s one maintenance rule: 
Blow dirt out of the motor at 
least every 3 months with com- 
pressed air. More frequently if 
conditions call for it. 

Any kind of dirt—dust, lint, 
straw, chaff—either clinging to 
the inside or outside of the 
motor, can cause it to overheat 
and burn out. So keep your 
motors clean! 


Lubrication is another im- 
portant part of motor main- 
tenance. Either too much or 
teo little can be harmful. 


Over-lubrication usually means 
oil-soaked, gummy _ windings 
which soon fail. 

Too little lubrication 
worn out bearings. 

If the manufacturer’s lubrica- 
tion suggestions are not avail- 
able, Meyer suggests this guide:

It’s better to lubricate in small 
amounts frequently than to over- 
lubricate once a year. 

Meyer adds, “Don’t oil 
motors when they’re run- 
ning. Spilled oil is likely to 
get inside on the motor 
windings.” 

Sleeve bearings—common in 
fractional horsepower motors— 
are oiled from a wick in the 
oil chamber. Periodic lubrica- 
tion is necessary. 

Many new motors have ball 
bearings. These are permanently 
lubricated and need no special 
attention. 

Probably the best method for 
keeping track of motor lubrica- 
tion is to keep a lubrication 
guide attached to the

F YOU have toddlers or small 

children in your family, you 
may want to make your own 
Christmas tree decorations. It’s 
easy to make attractive decora- 
tions that can take a lot of han- 
dling.

Stitch the two bells loose- 
ly, back to back, and finish 
off with a small ribbon bow 
at the top and a small silver 
bead for the clapper. 

A white felt skirt for your 
Christmas tree may be a bit ex- 
pensive but it will last for a life- 
time. It’s safer, and a 
more effective means of cover- 
ing the tree standard than the 
usual cotton batting.

For a large tree, buy 275 yards 
of 48-inch material—smaller 
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trees require less felt. Fold the 
material in half crossways and 
stitch together almost half-way. 
Pin the unstitched side together 
for ease in cutting. Then cut a 
perfect circle. 

Next, insert scissors in middle 
and cut out a small circle (about 
8 inches in diameter). 

Felt skirt can be trimmed 
with Christmas stickers, silver 
spray or felt cut-outs. Drape 
around the base of the tree, 
letting the cut edges overlap 
in the back.

Quality eggs... 


Best route to poultry profits 


By Dick Hagen 


IGH EGG production is the goal of 

every flock owner. Whether you've 

250 hens, or 5,000, the number of eggs 

per hen is a big factor in determining the 
success of your poultry venture 

There’s another item that’s mighty im- 
portant, too. That’s egg quality. New 
marketing requirements use quality as a 
method of setting the price. With a 12 to 
15 cent spread, egg quality and profits 
become closely linked 

Formerly, flock owners producing 
clean, high-quality eggs received the 
same prices as the producer deliver- 
ing low quality, dirty eggs. 

“But no longer are good producers sub- 
sidizing poor producers,” says Leonard 
Eggleton, lowa State extension poultry- 
man 

The lowa Egg Candling and Grading 
Law has forced producers to either clean 
up their eggs or take a lower price. 

The poor producer is feeling the price 
squeeze now. Low quality, small sized 
eggs are bringing only 12 to 15 cents per 
dozen. Inferior eggs are completely elimi- 
nating any potential profits for him. 

So don’t underestimate the value of 
producing quality eggs. As an independ- 
ent producer, high quality and high rate 
of lay are your best guideposts for keep- 
ing poultry a money-making operation. 

What’s the secret to producing quality 
eggs? There are several practices to fol- 
low. Jasper county farmer Hubert Burns 
emphasizes two of these practices. 


“Gather eggs at least 3 times per day, 
and market them just as often as you 
can,” says Burns 

Eggs from his 1,500-bird flock are sold 
4 or 5 times weekly. Often his eggs are 
at the supermarket just two days after 
being laid. 

Burns sells to local groceries as well as 
to a city market. Eggs sold locally are 
candled, graded, and boxed in one-dozen 


cartons. They're dry cleaned, too. 


“Dry cleaning saves the natural 
film the hen puts over the egg when 

it is laid,” explains Burns. “This film 

helps maintain interior egg quality.” 

Low prices are forcing producers to take 
a second look at the cost of producing a 
dozen eggs, too. 

Feed, labor, and pullet costs make up 
about 90 percent of the total. But if all 
costs are included, most specialists agree 
it’s doubtful flock owners can hold costs 
below 24-28 cents per dozen. 

Four key factors are still mighty im- 
portant in producing eggs at low cost. 
Burns is getting maximum mileage out 
of each. 

1. High egg production. Laying rate of 
his pullet flock topped at 93 percent this 
fall. He gives full credit to confinement 
rearing from hatching to laying. 

“They start laying sooner, there’s less 
disease, and birds show greater liveabil- 
ity,” explains Burns. 


2.Low mortality. At 6 months, he 
had lost only 30 pullets since their start 
as day-old chicks. 


Keeping replacement 
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costs to a minimum is one way to stretch 
earnings 

3. Good feed conversion. Aim for 4.4 
pounds feed per dozen eggs. Making good 
use of home-grown grains further helps 
reduce production costs 


But don’t skimp toe much on pro- 
tein. A 15-16 percent level is recom- 
mended. Burns feeds up to 18 percent 
the first laying months. 


“Pll cut this down as production tapers 
off,” he explains. “But young birds, high 
rate of lay, and heavy confinement justify 
extra protein.” 

4. Top labor efficiency. Here’s where 
arrangement of the laying house and type 
of equipment come into play. 

Burns’ laying house hangs from the 
rafters of his machine shed. Litter is 
shoved no more than 12 feet to one of 
several trap doors in the floor of the over- 
head house. It falls into the spreader 
conveniently parked in the machine shed 
area underneath. 

Water and feed are mechanically 
handled. This is almost a necessity with 
an upstairs laying house. Illinois re- 


searchers say you should have 750 to 1,000 
hens to justify mechanization.

Interest in enzyme 

is developing 

A GROWING INTEREST is be- 
ing shown in the use of enzymes 
for ruminants, says Dr. Laurent 
Michaud, nutrition researcher 
with Merck and Co., Rahway, 
N. J. Results from scores of 
tests now underway are verify- 
ing earlier experiments, Michaud 
stated recently at the University 
of Nebraska nutrition confer- 
ence. 

The complex nature of enzy- 
mes has stimulated further re- 
search on them. Merck is under- 
writing additional investigations 
with Agrozyme, its brand of feed 
enzyme, at various agricultural 
colleges. 

Dr. Michaud noted eight con- 
clusions that have been drawn 
from more than 90 experiments 
on Agrozyme, 

(1) Agrozyme can and does im- 
prove growth and feed efficiency 
in cattle, depending on the nu- 
tritional and management pro- 
gram. (2) Responses are obtained 
on rations containing corn, milo, 
or barley. 

(3) Enzyme activity is not af- 
fected by hormones in ration. 
(4) Agrozyme may be effective in 
very young calves. (5) Cattle on 
pasture have shown response to 
Agrozyme. 

(6) The enzyme mixture has 
shown striking results in some

tests with sheep. (7) The effects 
of Agrozyme may be influenced 
thru a stimulation of appetite. 
(8) The enzyme may be a factor 
in preventing so-called over-eat- 
ing effects in cattle. 


Change feed according 
to the season 


A NEW “seasonized” concept in 
dairy and poultry feeds is being 
introduced by Kent Feeds, Inc., 
Muscatine and Sioux City, Iowa. 

Feeds are designed for the 
specific needs of the animal for 
each season of the year. For ex- 
ample, poultry feeds carry more 
protein during summer months, 
and have a higher energy con- 
tent included during the winter 
months. 

The protein needs of laying 
hens remain about the same 
thruout the year. But energy re- 
quirements increase during cold 
months. The hen eats to satisfy 
her energy requirements, thus 
increasing her consumption of 
feed during winter months. De- 
creasing the protein levels in 
the feed during cold months pre- 
vents a wasteage of protein, be- 
lieve the Kent researchers 

The “season-suited” concept 
applies to the dairy cow, 
Roughages fed during the winter 
are often deficient in vitamins 
A and D, and lower in minerals 
than summer pastures.

Pfizer 
and Co. The new implant is 
trademarked Stimplants for 
Lambs. It is implanted in the 
ear or jaw at either the start of 
the feeding period, or about 70 
days prior to marketing. 

Pfizer and college research in- 
dicates that feeders can expect 
an average increase of 20 per- 
cent in rate of gain, and a 19 
percent improvement in feed 
conversion from use of the im- 
plant.

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WHAT’S AHEAD 





AGRICULTURE STANDS only a slim chance of sharing 
in the boom economic conditions predicted for most of the 
nation in 1960. USDA economists say, “A further decline in 
realized net farm income is in view, perhaps about half as 
much as the drop this year.” 


FOR THE FIRST three quarters of this year, realized 
gross farm income dropped 3 percent while production 
expenses climbed 3 percent. Based on this same period, 
realized net farm income is down nearly 15 percent. 


THE DECLINE in net farm income predicted for next year 
is based on “slightly lower cash receipts and slightly higher 
production expenses.” Larger marketings of cattle and hogs 
plus modest reductions in price support levels are expected 
to account for most of the decrease in cash receipts 


* * * 

FEEDER CATTLE PRICES have been following fat cattle 
prices downward and moving at an even faster pace. Some 
ranchers are worried about being stuck with feeders—espe- 
cially since winter weather hit early this year. Looks like 
farmers are coming out ahead in the battle of nerves. Lower 
feeder prices put more chance for profit in the feeding game. 


THE PRICE FOR fat cattle sagged under pressure 
from heavy marketings. Severe weather hitting earlier 
than usual encouraged many folks to move more of the 
fat cattle. Labor trouble in packing plants and the 
Thanksgiving holiday kept packer demand weak. 


HEAVY CATTLE are finding the weakest demand. Looks 
like there’s little reason to push choice cattle of heavier 
weights on toward prime grade. In fact, light weight market- 
ing seems the safest bet. Don’t look for a repeat of the big 
March and April price bulge of the last 2 years. 


IMPORTS OF BEEF, both live and processed, will prob- 
ably drop off sharply in the coming year. Falling prices will 
make our market much less attractive. Imports of feeder 
cattle from Canada have already dropped to less than half 
the 1958 level—tho this is largely a result of improved feed 
conditions in that country 

* ” * 

IF YOU HAVE LAMBS on feed, watch weights closely. 
[t’ll probably pay to keep the flock topped out. Heavy lambs 
aren't likely to bring the profit you may be able to net from 
lighter weights. Bunched marketings could bring periods of 
price trouble in the next few weeks. 

* * * 

MEAT OUTPUT has been increasing for 2 years and will 
probably rise still higher in 1960. All classes of meat are 
expected to be up, but the biggest gain will be in beef. Con- 
sumption this year is about 158 pounds per person. Next 
year it’s likely to be around 161 pounds. That’s still below 
the record of 166.7 pounds per person set in 1956. 

* * * 

RAIN, SNOW, and cold weather have delayed corn pick- 
ing on most farms. A good part of the crop—perhaps a third 
—was still left to be picked at Thanksgiving. When we had 
horses and picked by hand, this would look pretty good. But 
with today’s mechanical pickers, we’re far behind average. 


THE DELAY in corn picking has spread out the mar- 
keting from this year’s crop. It’s likely that a lot of 
corn would have sold for less money had it all hit the 
market at the same time. Look for corn price to climb 
upward toward support level during winter and spring.
